L. In reference A, the DIA Member to the DCI Security 
Committee challenges a recent action by the Chairman, Sanitiza- 
tion and Decompartmentation Working Group (SDWG), COMIREX in

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Some of the CMI contained in the 
package is derived from satellite photography. The DIA Member 
to SECOM feels that this negative action represents a new dis- 
closure policy which is limited in scope since it is addressed 
oniy to DIA and is non-inclusive since it applies only to the 
1980 CINCPAC briefing package. Interpreting this action as a 
“partial” disclosure which can only lead to confusion among 
members of the Intelligence Community and potentially could 
lead to unauthorized disclosures, he requests that SECOM take 
under consideration the DIA objections to enable DIA to release 
the [-_] data in the 198G CINCPAC package to the Governments of 
the (0) OHe has copied the other members 
of SECOM with his memorandum. (C/NF) 


2. Under DCID 1/11, SECOM has among its missions, i.e., 
paragraph le, the review and formulation of policies governing 
the release of intelligence to foreign governments through de- 
classification or other action. With respect to foreign dis- 
closure, SECOM is to ensure that releases are in consonance 
with United States security policy, should result in net 
advantage to the United States and that the intelligence itself 
is accorded a degree of protection equal to that afforded by the 
United States. Among its functions, under paragraph 2b, SECOM 
is to review, formulate and recommend to the DCI policies, 
standards and procedures for the dissemination of intelligence 
materials and for the release of such materials to foreign govern- 
ments. (C/NF)
